The Sand Pebbles': 
Top Adventure - 
Book, Film, TV 


I put in a plug the other day 


for 
a 
CBS 
documentary, 


"Cortez's Conquest of Mexico," 
and the TV show was a bust. I 
had read the book but hadn't 
seen the picture—making for a 
gamble on which a fellow 
frequently loses. 


But here's another effort on 


firmer ground, for I've both 
read the book and seen the 
picture: Channels 11 and 12 are 
starting "The Sand Pebbles" at 
8 p.m. tonight (Thursday) and 
running the last half at 8 p.m. 
Friday. I regret that this notice 
comes too late for mail sub- 
scribers who won't receive The 
Star until Friday morning—but 
they'll have a crack at the 
furious last half of the book at 8 
p.rn. Friday. (I was prevented 
from getting this piece into 
print Wednesday because I had 
trouble locating the book in my 
library. I have money for books 
but not time enough for the 
tedious chore of indexing 
them.) 


"The Sand Pebbles" was a 


Book-of-thc-Month selection, a 
national bestseller, and was 
made into a fine motion pic- 
ture—being shown at 
the 


Saenger theater, as you may 
recall. 


It was Richard McKcnna's 


first 
novel. 
An 
enlisted 


machinist in the U.S. Navy he 
spent his first 10 years in the 
Far East, two of them on a 
Yangtze River gunboat. Thus 
he learned, from first-hand 
accounts, of river adventure 
during Ihi Chinsse Revo- 
lution—which is the theme of 
"The Sand Pebbles." 


McKenna's life is the reverse 


of mast novelists'. Me had his 
adventures first and learned to 
write afterward. After retiring 
from 22 years in the Navy he 
was 
graduated 
from 
the 


University of North Carolina, 
married a University librarian, 
and made his first book a smash 
hit. 


Equally enchanting is the 


story of his gunboat's name. 
Actually it was the San Pablo, 
which U.S. sailors promptly 
corrupted into "The Sand 
Pebbles." 


As the author reports in the 


opening chapter: 


"She was one of the ancient 


gunboats captured from Spain 
and sent to form the Yangtze 
Patrol 
during

Rebellion." 


Our machinist hero met the 


ancient gunboat, took a long 
look before boarding her for the 
war upstream on the Yangtze, 
and, the book continues: 


"Here I come, ship," he said

1318 said 
killed in 
bombing 


TOKYO (AP) — North Viet- 


nam announced today that a 
preliminary survey showed 
1,318 persons were killed and 
1,201 wounded by U.S. bombing 
raids on Hanoi last month. 


A communique of a special 


investigating committee said 
that, in 10 days of bombing be- 
tween Dec. 18 and Dec. 29, 
American planes made more 
than 1,000 shorties against the 
North Vietnamese capital. This 
included 500 B52 attacks. 


It said 40,000 tons of bombs 


were dropped, devastating den- 
sely populated areas. 


Economic, educational, social 


and 
cultural establishments 


were razed in 353 places, it 
said. Some areas were hit as 
many as 10 times, it added. 


The workers' quarter of An 


Duong was obliterated on Dec. 
21 by 600 bombs from the huge 
B52 bombers, the communique 
asserted.

the new trrnd in U.; -soviet re- 
lations for down-to-earth prac- 
tical reasons involving the So- 
viet economy and its troubles. 
But there are deeper reasons, 
perhaps. Can it be that the 
Russians are worried that end- 
less U.S. involvement in In- 
dochina paralyzes 
American 


policy planning and inhibits de- 
velopments of a sort the Krem- 
lin would like to see

shape? 


Is it that Ixwnid Brezhnev 


has reverted to an old notion of 
Nikita 
Khrushchev that 
it 


might be possible to insulate 


the two superpowers against 
the possibility of blundering 
into war with each other? 


Back in the 1950s, Khrush- 


chev threw out broad hints, 
scaring West Europeans in the . 
process, that the" Americans 
and Russians might do worse 
than slake out spheres of in- 
fluence in a sort of superpower 
coexistence that the rest of the 
world would have to accept. 


Khrushchev was repudiated 


eight years ago, but the notion 
of 
whacking 
up 
the world 


seems to be popping up again. 
Whatever their goal in the 
present 
circumstances, 
the 


Russians had to have important 
reasons for the way they spoke 
anil acted when U.S. B52s rain- 
ed destruction on Hanoi. Fig- 


uratively, they wrung their 
hands. They said it wasn't 
right. They denounced it as 
barbarous. They said it might 
affect 
Soviet-American rela- 


tions. Might. They didn't say 
postively. 


That was a good deal less 


than they could have said and 
probably much less than North 
Vietnam wanted them to say 
and do.

through India and Bangladesh 
and the flag-showing activities 


of the Soviet fleet in the Indian 
Ocean. Actually, the Americana 
are pulling out - or trying to 
pull out — of the Asian main- 
land. 


On the other hand, the Rus- 


sians sewn tacitly to ii.dic.dti 
that they don't want to step on 
sensitive American corns in the.' 
Middle East and that I^tin 
America also is the American 
backyard.

Less than half 
of young voters 
did cast ballots 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Census Bureau reports that less 
than half of the newly enfran- 
chised voters from ages 18 to 21 
cast ballots in the 1972 presi- 
dential election. 


A report Wednesday showed 


5.3 million youths in the 18-21 
age bracket voted, which was 
48.3 per cent of those eligible. 
It compared with a turnout of 
71 per cent in the 45-64 age 
bracket, which had the best 
showing. 


The over-all voter turnout 


was smaller 
in percentage 


terms in 1972 than in the 1968 
presidential contest. The bu- 
reau said 63 per cent of the 
132.3 million who were eligible 
actually voted in 1972, com- 
pared with a 67.8 per cent 
turnout in 1968. 


Although Census Bureau offi- 


cials and politicians consider 
the first voting performance by 
sub-21 voters as dismal, they 
said it was indicated by pre- 
vious census surveys and was 
not surprising.

airmen lost in air raids over 
the northern heartland. The 
casualties are the heaviest in 
nearly two years. 


During the first week of the 


blitz, from Dec. 18 through 
Dec. 23, the weekly casualty 
summary reported seven Amer- 
icans killed and 73 missing or 
captured. 


The U.S, Command also re- 


ported 13 Americans wounded 
last week and three deaths 
from nonhostile causes. 


The South Vietnamese com- 


mand reported that its total of 
battlefield deaths declined last 
week for the third successive 
week. The total of 293 was the 
lowest since North Vietnam 
launched its offensive 
last 


March 30. 


Another 1,056 South Vietna- 


mese soldiers were wounded, 
and 29 were missing, the Sai- 
gon command said.

Publishers request a new law 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) - 


Newspaper publishers 
have 


asked Congress to pass a law to 
protect newsmen against com- 
pulsory disclosure of news 
sources and of unpublished 
notes and other materials. 


A measure proposed by the 


American Newspaper Publish- 
ers Association on Wednesday 
would grant""nwsmen ,,un- 
qualified privilege from sub- 
poena and would apply to any 
state or federal investigation or 
proceeding. 


"Only 
legislation which 


grants an unqualified privilege 
from subpoena will achieve the 


fundamental purpose of assur- 
ing a free flow of information 
to the public," ANPA President 
Stanford Smith said in letters 
to the Senate 
and House 


judiciary subcommittee chair- 
men expected to handle the 
measure. 


Smith said the measure was 


drafted by the ANPA to cover 
both federal and state proceed- 
ings ''because most of the con- 
troversies have arisen at the 
state and local level." 


Davis Taylor, publisher of the 


Boston Globe and chairman of 
the ANPA board, said in an ac- 
companying statement 
that 


"under our concept of a free 
press, newspaper publishers 
bear the ultimate responsibility 
to the public to preserve a free 
flow of information. 


"This means publishers must 


protect the rights of their re- 
porters and editors under all 
circumstances to gather, edit 
and disseminate information," 
he:said.

"Our reporters have already 


reported a drying up of sources 
because 
of fears stemming 


from the recent wave of sub- 
poenas of newsmen and their 
materials," Taylor said.

NEW YORK—(NEA)—The 


women's lib movement has 
its critics even among those 
who love it. 


There is placing too much 


e m p h a s i s , some feeh on 
women b e c o m i n g career 
minded and competing with 
men in every job area. Many 
women who are happy as 
wives and mothers now won- 
der if there's s o m c I h i n g 
wrong with them for being 
contented with their home- 
making lot. 


Oddly e n o u g h, both the 


movement and its dissenters 
contribute to the same result 
—a tremendous number of 
women entering the tempo- 
rary job market where hours 
are often flexible and women 
can b e c o m e part of the 
career world and still main- 
tain their jobs as honiL'mak- 
ers. 


What's going on in 
the 


temporary job market to- 
day? Who are 
tin- women 


who are 
looking for work 


and who are the women who 
should stick to their guns, 
women's lib notwithstanding, 
and stay at home with their 
families? T h e s e questions 
are discussed 
hc-rt' by two 


people who manage two of 
the largest temporary em- 
ployment services in busi- 
ness today. 


"1 do ti lot of speaking to 


women's clubs a c r o s s the 
country," said William Ol- 
sten, chairman and c h i e f 
executive officer of the Ol- 
sten Corporation, a tempo- 
rary 
employment 
service. 


And my message is that they 
can be liberated and still be 
women. 


"1 tell women's g r o u p s , 


'Come back to work.' " And 
a good many women listen, 
f o r o v e r 55,000 w o m e n 
worked for Olsten last year. 


The service sends sales- 


men and market men out 
seeking temporary jobs and 
work of all kinds is covered. 
Olsten believes that women's 
groups are good sources of 
temporary workers for many 
of the 
w o in e n have not 


worked outside their homes 
for years and would prefer 
the freedom of a temporary 
job to settling down imme- 
diately in a permanent one. 


"I try to match the woman 


to the neighborhood she is 
living in and the job she will 
hold. For we are responsible 
for her all the way up," he 
said. 


"She can leave us for a 


week and come back in a 
month. She has great flexi- 
bility." 


Competent people at any 


branch where a woman ap- 
plies sit with her, discuss 
what she wants to do and 
give her a free b r u s h - u p 
course if her skills are rusty 


"As the standard of living 


b e c o in e s more difficult to 
m a i n t a i n , " Olsten added, 
"more women come to us 
than normally would. 


"Hut 
a lol of women say 


they need a job for ecoriunm- 
r e a s o n s when they really 
don't. The real reason they 
(.•unit- to us is that they want 
to get out of that tame rou- 
tine. 


"Another group who want 


temporary jobs now are the 
women who went through 
college without getting mar- 
ried b e c a n s e they were 
career oriented. Then they 
did get married And what 
the hell are they going tu 


do? They're 
still c a r e e r 


minded." 


One thing that helps the 


temporary worker, according 
to Olsten, is that American 
i n d u s t r y is more flexible 
where hours are concerned 
today which makes it easier 
for a woman with a family 
to work. 


He has long been an advo- 


cate of equal 
opportunity. 


Half his own branch man- 
agers are w o m e n . He be- 
lieves that over the last 20 
years society's attitude of 
"a woman's place is in the 
home" has changed 
radi- 


cally and that millions of 
women have found it possi- 
ble to combine careers and 
motherhood and e x c e l in 
both. He thinks, too, 
that 


often women are 
mistaken 


in t h i n k i n g they have no 
skills. "They don't realize 
that their experience with 
the P.T.A. and fund-raising 
has prepared them to under- 
take many kinds of jobs. 


"I am strongly in favor of 


women taking on important 
and greater responsibilities 
in the work world," Olsten 
said. "1 believe we would 
never have imule the dead- 
lines that we had to make 
in industry in this country 
without the women in tilt- 
work force."

Yankees sold In 
$10 million deal 


NEW YORK (AP)-Michael 


Burke has assumed control of 
the New York Yankee ship and 
the suave, new captain sees 
clear sailing ahead. 


"We think we can lake all the 


marbles in 1973," the modish, 
grayhaired Burke said after his 
12-tfYah business group took 
control of the American league 
baseball team in a $10 million 
deal with CBS Wednesday. 


The syndicate pulled off the 


deal for the relatively dieap 
price because the CBS network 
apparently had become dis- 
enchanted with the once'pow- 
erful franchise. 


Burke, who will continue as 


Yankee president, said that 
CBS was at times embarassed 
to have a less successful team 
after earlier years of power. 


But, 
despite -the 
selling 


price—-$3.2 million less than 
CBS paid for the franchise in 
1964—Burke said that the net- 
work "broke even" over the 
years. CBS had some financial- 
ly profitable seasons, said the 
new owner. 


The change of ownership 


won't mean a change of loca- 
tion, Insisted the new owners at 
a press conference. 


"The 
Yankees belong in 


Yankee Stadium, said Cleve- 
land shipbuilder George Stein- 
brenner, another of the new 
bosses, "and, they should al- 
ways be winners. We don't plan 
to move anywhere except 
upward in the standings." 


Stelnbrenner and the rest ap- 


prently plan to leave full con- 


trol in the hands of the season- 
ed Burke. 


Names of the other new own- 


ers were not immediately dis- 
closed. Burke said that a ma- 
jority of them were from out- 
side the New York area, how- 
ever. 


The deal was sparked when 


Burke and Steinbrenner were 
introduced through a mutual 
friend and began discussing the 
possibilities 
in 
September. 


Burke, a former CBS vice pres- 
ident assigned to operate the 
team, negotiated the purchase 
with his former boss, William 
Paley, president of the net- 
work. 


The Yankees had won their 


29th pennant when CBS took 
control eight years ago. But 
since the network takeover, the 
New Yorkers have finished no 
higher than third in the Ameri- 
can League. 


In 1972, attendance at antique 


Yankee Stadium dropped to 
966,328. It was the first time 
that the Yankees had failed to 
draw a million in a season 
since the Second World War. 


Manager Ralph Houk, who 


signed a three-year extension to 
his contract late last summer, 
and the rest of the organization 
"will remain intact," according 
to Burke. 


The only thing that will not 


remain intact will be Yankee 
Stadium itself. The 50-year-old 
structure will undergo a $24 
million remodeling after the 
1973 season.

Simpson provided the Bills

ence,

the University of Minnesota, 
under the guidance of Dr.

MAN THE PREDATOR 
CHICAGO (AP) - Melvin A. 


Traylor of the zoology depart- 
ment of the Field Museum of 
Natural History says modern 
man still is a predator of wild 
life and on a much larger scale 
than primitive man. 


While primitive man accom- 


plished his extirpations with a 
stone axe and spear, modern 
man has added chain saws, the 
plow, cities, factories and their 
pollution, in addition, Traylor 
said, modern man has contin- 
ued to subdue nature with pesti- 
cides and "the process is even 
now accelerating" to endanger 
some species of animal life. 


In less than 300 years since 


that epitome of extinction the 
last Dodo died, 106 species of 
birds and 40 species of mam- 
mals are known to have been 
extirpated. Now the Interna- 
tional Union for the Con- 
servation of Nature lists 191 
birds and 161 mammals as en- 
dangered. 


Traylor said a spectacular 


example of endangered species 
is the ivory-billed Woodpecker 
by the destruction of virgin for- 
est which it needs to survive.

George said the Highway 


Commission had failed to come 
up with a plan for constructing 
roads. Instead, he said, each 
commissioner was "deciding 
arbitrarily what roads to fix in 
his own district." 


"They spend millions and

"The 
House and Senate can insist 
that the Highway Commission 
come up with some plan of 
road construction."

Hawk rested his case Wednes- 
day without calling a single de- 
fense witness, a move which 
Sutler County Dist. Ally. G. 
Dave Teja said was "slightly 
surprising" to him. 


Corona is charged with the 


murder of 25 itinerant farm la- 
borers whose hacked bodies 
were found in makeshift or- 
chard graves in May and June 
of 1971 along the Feather River 
north of Yuba City. 


He was arrested at his home 


May 2fi, 1071, a few hours after 
deputies unearthed the first 10 
bodies. Court testimony said a 
ledger containing 34 entries, in- 
cluding the names of seven of 
the 25 murder victims, was 
found at Corona's home when 
he was arrested. 


Tcja was granted a delay un- 


til next Monday for presenta- 
tion of his closing arguments. 


Hawk said after court that he 


didn't need any defense wit- 
nesses because "there were no 
strong points" to rebut in the 
14-week presentation by prose- 
cutors. 


He said there was no reason 


for him to call defense wit-

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Kindergarten battle is 
looming in legislature 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - A 


battle 
between Gov. 
Dale 


Bumpers,and the General As- 
sembly looms over a statewide 
kindergarten program when the 
legislators convene next week. 


The Arkansas Legislative 


Council decided Wednesday to 
scrap Bumpers' proposal for 
starling the program. The 
council rejected the governor's 
budget recommendations of $4,- 
362,242 for kindergartens in the 
next fiscal year and $5,761,206 
in the following year. 


Instead, the council voted ap- 


propriations of $250,000 in each 
of the next two fiscal years, 
which is $50,000 more than was 
madejiyailaple f or '.kindergar- 
ten frlrainli this fiscal ^em 
Tha'('-'mone'y was used to train 


teachers 
for kindergartens, 


education officials said. 


Chief objections to Bumpers' 


proposal was that It was too ex- 
pensive and only the rich 
school districts would benefit. 


Bumpers said he intended to 


pursue his budget request 
"very vigorously" in the legis- 
lative session. He said ex- 
pansion of the kindergarten 
program had a "very high" 
priority in his administration 
and that his requested appro- 
priation, if anything, was "too 
modest." 


He also said there would be 


" safeguards in his program to 


make sure all districts had an 
equal chance to obtain state aid 


Bumpers said most legislators 


with whom he had talked 
recently seemed favorably dis- 
posed toward his proposal. 


Prior to the vote on Bumpers' 


recommendations, the council 
defeated a proposal by Rep. 
John Miller of Melbourne to 
spend $15 million for construc- 
tion of kindergarten facilities. 
Miller said many of the dis- 
tricts do not have facilities for 
a kindergarten program, and 
only the wealthy districts that 
do would be able to take advan- 
tage of the state kindergarten 
aid money.

sidered," Insights said. The 
publication added that, state- 
wide, Democrats received a 
16.3 per cent majority of all the 
votes cast in the races for pres- 
ident, U. S. senator, governor, 
lieutenant governor, attorney 
general and secretary of state. 


The publication said Phillips 


County was the most-Democrat- 
ic county in the 1972 general 
election, giving 69.68 per cent 
of all its votes to Democratic 
candidates. It said that Searcy 
County proved to be the most- 
Republican, giving majorities 
to five of the six GOP candi- 
dates, while Pulaski County 
gave majorities to three. 


The institute attempted to 


make an analysis of the inde- 
pendent vote by drawing the 
assumption that votes cast for 
the Democratic presidential 
candidate, George McGovem, 
represented 
the 
hard-core 


Democratic loyalty vote while 
votes cast for Len Blaylock, the 
Republican gubernatorial can- 
didate, were the hard-core GOP 
loyalty vote. 


Using those assumptions as 


yardsticks, Insights said that 
the GOP won a majority of in- 
dependent votes only in Pulaski 
and Pope counties.

NEW YORK (AP) - It is at 


this tune of year, when the 
mail brings bills rather than 
greetings, when reality closes 
in upon the spirit, that the 
working stiff takes pause to 
brood upon his financial plight.

Whatever, it is a time when 


everyone needs relief 
from 


bleak reality, when the spirit 
craves an infusion of hope to 
nourish dreams. And so, here it 
is. 


Would you like to become a 


millionaire? While you consider 
your response 
to this per- 


plexing question, here is some 
factual information on how it 
might be done, depending upon 
your age. 


If you are young enough, say 


25, you might accomplish this 
goal if you can invest $100 a 
month for 40 years, and never 
dip into it except for taxes. 


If you're middle-age you may 


have to settle for less, some- 
thing ranging from a half-mil- 
lion dollars down. But your ap- 
proach would be the same - to 
set aside $100 a month every 
month and never vary from 
that schedule. 


In a report to the council, the 


council's Committee on Chari- 
table, Penal and Correctional 
Institutions said that a new 
$300,000 maximum security unit 
at the school is not being used 
for its intended purpose. 


The committee said it was 


concerned that boys at the 
school were still being housed 
::i/i u'usoielt and UTiiafc facil- 
ities, yet the 38 beds in the 
maximum security unit are lay- 
ing idle." 


Bryan said that when com- 


mittee members visited the 
school last month they found 
"five or six people" using the 
maximum security unit and 
that "they were teaching music 
in it." 


While the unit is not being 


used, he said, "the boys are 
being housed in barracks that 
are an absolute disgrace." 


Bryan said the maximum se- 


curity unit was being used for 
counseling. He said the school 
superintendent had told the leg- 
islators that he had orders not 


to put boys in the unit and 
"that it was even off limits to 
him." 


He said he did riot know who 


gave the superintendent the or- 
ders, but the committee's re- 
port said the maximum secur- 
ity unit was "directed out of 
the Juvenile Training School 
Department in Little Rock and 
is not under the direct super- 
ivsion of the superintendent of 
the Boys Training School." 


Dr. Richard Walters is state 


commissioner of juvenile serv- 
ices. 


The committee recommended 


that funds be provided to make 
necessary repairs and renova- 
tions of the dormitories and 
other facilities at the Wrights- 
ville school. 


The committee noted that one 


dormitory was built in 1936 un- 
der the Works Progress Admin- 
istration of the Depress and 
was similar to a building that 
burned several years ago, kill- 
ing several boys. The com- 
mittee also recommended that 


the maximum security unit be 
returned to the operation of the 
institution and used for its in- 
tended purpose. 


The committee recommended 


that the General Assembly re- 
view the adminitrative struc- 
ture of the Training School De- 
partment to more clearly de- 
fine responsibilities and control 
within the agency. 


The committee report, which 


was adopted by the Legislative 
Council, also 
recommended 


that the legislature appropriate 
funds to build administrative 
headquaters of the Department 
of Correction and the Pardons 
and Parole Board at the new 
women's reformatory property 
in Pine Bluff.

Administration's cuts on programs for 
agriculture aid is termed 'challenge'

WASHINGTON (AP) - Rural 


representatives on Capitol Hill 
say the Nixon administration's 
cuts in popular and long-stand- 
ing programs of federal aid to 
agriculture are a challenge to 
the power of Congress. 


Calling House colleagues to a 


strategy session today, nine 
Democrats and five Republi- 
cans said the Agriculture De- 
partment's 
decision 
to 


terminate some farm programs 
"is not a matter solely of agri- 
cultural concern, or of partisan 
concern—it concerns all mem- 
bers of Congress." 


Administration 
budget- 


cutting recently ended two 
conservation programs for 
which Congress had specified 
more than $200 million a year. 
Other actions call for phaseout 
of emergency farm loans by the 


Farmers 
Home 
Ad- 


ministration, plus a halt to low- 
cost direct loans by the Rural 
Electrification Administration. 


••We feel that the termination 


of these programs can have 
disastrous consequences in ag- 
riculture and, beyond that, that 
the department's unilateral ac- 
tit is a challenge to the author- 
ity of Congress," the 14 Con- 
gressmen said. 


They made the statements in 


a note urging fellow congress- 
men to attend a bipartisan 
caucus arranged by Rep. John 
Melcher, D-Mont., head of a 
House Democratic task force 
on agriculture. 


Melcher told reporters Wed- 


nesday 
that 
the 
adminis- 


tration's actions have prompted 
-the most crucial, critical con- 
frontation 
between 
the 


legislative 
and 
executive 


branches of government." 


Instead of just impounding 


funds, Melcher said, the Presi- 
dent has in effect 
repealed 


long-standing laws without con- 
sulting or gaining approval of 
Congress. 


Meanwhile, Senate Agricul- 


ture Committee Chairman Her- 
man E. Talmade, D-Ga., told 
newsmen Wednesday that he 
intends to hold thorough hear- 
ings "at the earliest possible 
time" to examine the cutbacks 
"so that the members of this 
body, and the people affected, 
can have a voice in deciding 
what is good and what is bad 
for rural America." 


Talmadge said he thinks the 


President's Office of Manage- 
ment and Budget, in a bid to 
hold federal spending to $250 
billion a year, regards the farm 
population as "so impotent po- 
litically" that it is a good sub- 
ject for cuts. 
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
